McGlew Arrested at Noon in Chi 
cago, 


A most mysterious and unnatural murder 
was committed on Salurday evening, at the 
residence of Gen. George P. Dorris, at the 
junction of the Olive street road and Kine’s 
Highway. Mrs. Sarah H. Dorris, 
an old lady seventy years of age, 
and the wife of Gen. Dorris, was found 
dead in bed yesterday morning. The house 
was occupied by Gen. Dorris and his wife, 
Mre. Van Wisker, whois thesecond daugh- 
ter, and several other members of the family. 
Mrs. Van Wisker ts old Gen. Dorris’ second 
daughter. She first married Joseph A. 
Brown, now prosecuting-attorney St. 
Louis county; by whom she had several 
children, among them, Russell Brown, now 
a young man of 20 vears of age. Brown 
was divorced from his wife about twelve 
years ago and she then married Martia Van 
Buren Wisker, with whom she bas lived very 
unpleasantiy, her husband seeking 
for a divorce some time ago. Mrs. 
Van Wisker’s son, Russell Brown, has been 
living atthe Mansion. Yesterday little John- 
nie Hassett, the house boy, entered the room 


where Brown slept when he was atthe house, 
and found old Mrs.Dorris lying on the bed. He 
was frightened to see her in such a place.Her 
position alarmed him. She was lying over 
the clothes, her head down at the foot of the 
bed and her feet towards the top, slightiy 
higher than the head and hanging over the 


edge. 

MER FALSE TEETH 
bad fallen out and her tongue pro- 
truded from her mouth. Her head 


and neck bore marks of violence, and her 
fingers were cruelly mutilated as though 
the rings had been ruthlessly torn from her 
hands. The boy alarmed the house, and 
Mrs Van Wisker. the old tady’s daughter 
was first informed. She came up stairs and 
it was immediately discovered that the old 
ludy was dead. Il[er daughter immediately 
sent word to Mary Kane, a woman living near 
the Four-Miie House, to come over and 
dress her mother, as the old Jady was 
dead. Mary was notified about 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning and came right away, but 
Mrs. Van Wisker had left for townin a 


carriage, and the woman waited 
her return. Deputy Coroner Praedi- 
cow, who had been notified, 


came out to the house late in the day accom- 
panied by Andy Brown, the city undertaker, 
EXAMINED BVERYTHING CLOSELY, 


and returned to town, reporting that 
the lady had died from 4 ovlexy 
of the heart. Later Dr. rewitt, 


the family physician, was calied in, and he 
thought the cause of death was cerebral 
appoplexy. Praedicow knew well the mys- 
terious circumstances under which the 
murder was committed, but, although 
he passed two policemen as e 
went away from the house, he never 
thought it worth his wnile to inform them, 
and the matter remained unknown to the 
departmentaliday. The mysterious cir- 
cumstances, however, leaked out and the 
neighborhood was soon talking. Officer 
Kelly was informed towards night; he re- 
ported the matter to the police, and 
within two hours after Capt. Frangel, 
of the Fifth District, had been 
told, Russell Brown, the murdered lady’s 
grand-son, was behind the bars at the 
Mounted Station, By 11 o’clock last night, 
he had confessed his complicity in one of the 
must cruel murders that has ever blotted 
the criminal records, Officer Woodlock 
stepped on a Market street car, saw a young 
man asked him his name and, was surprised 
to hear him say 


“RUSSELL BROWN.” 
He was taken to the station, when, after 
much haggling, he described’ the 
cerebral apoplexy which killed his grand- 
mother. In substance, and shorn of pro- 


fanity and equivocation, his tale was as fol- 
lows: Saturday afternoon about 3 o’clock he 
and a young man named Pat McGlew, who 
formerly kept a bar-room at 

0. estnut street, went 
to Arnot’s stable, got a buggy, and drove out 
to his grandfathers residence on the Olive 
street road. Both of them entered. Mrs. 
Van Wisker, Brown’s mother,scoided him on 
necount of the dissipated life he 
had been leading lately, and he took 
the scolding very badly. What he wanted was

When 
Brown had fixed his accomplice up so that he 
could not be recognized, he turned down 
the gas, and went in search of his 
grandmother. When he found her he put on 
a hypocritical face, and said “Grandma, Un- 
cle Tom is very sick, and he wants to see you. 
He is in bed in my room.” 

Uncle Tom is Mr. Thomas P. Deérris, the 
old lady’s son. The boy’s remark touched 
the kind heart of his grand mother. She rose 
and hastened with him to the room, wearing 


the jewels the villains wished 
to secure. She returned and in 
the dim light bent over the bed 


to talk tothe sick man. Barkeeper MoGlew 
jumped up, seized her around the neck and 
puiled her down onthe bed. Her unnatural 
grandson, afraid that she might cry out and 
alarm the house, grasped the feeble old lady 
s0 tightly about the neck that

The rings, jewelry, etc., were torn off in 
the most cruel manner, the fingers 


being lacerated in the act. All the time the 
filial young man kept such a tight grasp on 
the old lady’s neck that she could not articu- 
late, and he himeelf says this 
morning that he. thinks she fainted, 
probably from the pressure. In theold la- 
dy’s agony, her tongue protruded from her 
mouth and her false teeth rattled on the 
floor. When they had secured what they 
came for, they threw the old lady on 
the bed in the position in which she was 
found. They then went to the old lady’s 
room and secured the watch and chain. 
They got into the bugey, drove to 
town and left the buggy at the stable Satur- 
day night about 10:30 ; m. 
Yesterday they were around town ali 
duy, but were not suspected. Late at nigh 
Officer Woodiock arrested Brownina Mar- 
ket street car. After some talk atthe Mounted 
Station he told the above story,and later 
he gave McGlew’s name as his accomplice.

An Interview With Brown. 
Russell Brown passed the night in cell No.

Occasionally he would 
lay down upon a bench,’ but 
would start up again . with 


a muttered curse and continue his endless 
promenade.

McGlew Arrested. 
CHICAGO, January 30.—Patrick McGlew, 
25 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, and wanted in 
St. Louis for murder, was arrested here at 
noon by Detectives Gallagher and Austeen, 
and will be taken to St. Louis to-night. 


Mrs. Van Wisker’s Story. 
A quartette of Post-DISPATCH reporters 
rode out to the Dorris mansion this morning, 
arriving there very early. As they walked 


up the grand path, black crepe 
was noticed on the front door. 
The reporters who entered were 


received by Mr. Dorris Brown, a brother of 
Russell Brown, the man accused of the 
murder. The first person met in the hall 
was Mrs. Van Buren Wisker, a second 
daughter of the murdered iady, and the 
mother of the boy under arrest. 
When Mrs. Van Wisker had listened 
to the telling of the visitor’s mission she 
said, *‘There is no cause for suspicion. There 
is no reason for all this uproar. The Coro- 
ner has settled this matter, and Dr. Prewitt 
confirmed him.’’ 

‘“*How do you suppose your mother died?’ 

“She died of cerebral apoplexy, 
just exactly as the coroner says. 
She was a great smoker, and her system was 
full of nicotine. Her father died in his bed 
of apoplexy. My older sister died inthe 
same way. There can’t be any doubt about 
what the Coroner says.”’ 

“Did you teil Deputy Coroner Praedicow 
everrthing?”? 

“We showed him the body,and he fully ex- 
amined ‘t.”’ . 

“Did you tell him that your mother died in 
a mysterious way ?’’ 
**No, sir.” 
**Did you tell him that she was found dead 
ina room she never sleptin,lyingin a ver 
suspicious position, in astrange bed, with 
marks of violence upon her?’

Dr. Prewitt Interviewed.

Guiteau at the jail occupies a small, white 
cell, a: must new, very cleuu, at the rear end 
of a lung, wide corridor of similar ceiis. The 
have described to you, consists of 


jail, as 
double corridors, rising one above the other,

-prisoners at the opposite doors frum com- 
municating. There are four of these corri- 
dors on each side of the large central arena 
or opew place from which the irou stairways 
ascend in an over-havded way to each floor. 
Out there in the corridor, at the foot of all 
these stairs, are the Federal Guards, with 
muskets and bayonets, not yet withdrawn. 
You go up a couple of flights of these open 
iron steps tu Gui.eau‘s corridor, and there 
by the stairs is a table with one of the war- 
dens sitting at it from hour to hour, silently 
reading, writing or watching. A step or two 
from himis the open corridor on one side, 
and then on the other side is a dvor of woud 
lined with iron. When you are admitted 
you open this door, and the moment you 
have stepped in you see Guiteau in his cell 
There is one window in this cell, nearly two 
feet high and afoot apn: half wide, with 


iron bars up and down. It gives plenty of 


light, and as you waik into the cell, which is 
about ten or twelve feet long, tothe window, 
and peep out, you see that there is yet an-

A Letter from Bismarck. 
| From the Milwaukee (Wis.) Republican Jan. 12. 


Count von Bismarck, the German Prime 
Minister, recently sent a letter to A. W. 
Hildebrandt, of Chicago, in response to one 
addressed him by the iatter. A curious and 
at the same time interesting story is con- 
n cted w thit. A br tner of Mr. Hildeb andt, 
who was in the service of Bismarck in 1851, 
at that time came very near losing his lite 
while crossing astream with acorps of Prus- 
sian troops at a piace known as Sippebue, 
near Frankfurt-on-the-Oder. Bis- 
marck, who was in command at 
the time, risked his own life in 
saving bisservant Both Mr. A. W. Gilde- 
branut andjbrother immigrated to America 
some yesrs later, and the former servant of 
Bismarck, the eider Hiidebrandt, settied in 
Wisconsin. The latter died recently, and 
Mr. A. W. Hildebrandt, of Chicago, notified 
Bismarck of this, and at the same time re- 
counted a number of family changes, includ. 
ing the death of his first wife and his marriage 
to another, since the immigration of the 
brothers from Prussia. In reply he received 
the fullowing ietter, which shows the man 
“of blood and iron’’ in public life as taking a 
kindly and warm-hearted interest in his oid 
servant. Hiidebrandt had evidently men- 
tioned in his letter that his second wife was 
from Lauenberg, and the great Chancellor 
remembersitand sends her a message in 
regard to her native place. 

BERLIN, December 27, 1881. 

DEAR HILDEBRANDT: Yourletter 1 have 
received aud am rejviced at your zood for- 
tune, although in the course of time you 
have pot been spareda number of sad events. 
I thought your brother was older than you 
say; but it was at Lippehue and not at Soldin 
where he came 80 near lusing bis life. I see 
by your fetter that vour first wife, who was 
still a young girl in 1851, did wot live to be 
very old. Iam glad to hear that you are liv- 
ing happily with your second wife, and that 
she, too, thinks of Germany often. August 
(Hiidebrandv’s son) must be a regular Yan- 
kee bythistime. I1 am getting along well, 
inasmuch as the members of my family 
are, thank Goda, living and well. My 
daughter has presented me with twu 
grandchildren, although my sons, I am sorry 
10 say, are not yet married. Herbert is at 
the German Mission in London. The young- 
est is at work with me. Both are well and 
happy. Lam sorryI cannot say the same 
about my wife. As faras Iam concerned, I 
have given up hunting, and seldom indulge 
in riding, and if I do not retire soon I fear 
my powers will give way. How oldare you 
now?and what business are you engaged in? 
Or have you already retired? Yeu can tell 
your wife that Lauenberg is deciining very 
much. Last falll was there for the first 
time in thirty years. I have been given the 
freedom of tata city, and as acitizen of that 
place 1 send regards particularly to your 
wife. v. BISMARCK.

He 
would make it pleasant for all traveling 
Americans coming within his bailiwick and 
citizens of the Republic who have been 
snubbed by diplomatic swell-heads ciothed 
with a bit of official dignity know how re- 
freshing a little kindness is when it comes 
from a public servant abroad. As the Cin- 
clanati Commercial well says, it is time to 
recognize the actors—the politicians have 
been looked after. Mr. FLORENCE is artist 
enough to play any part well and his thou- 
sands of personal friends throughout the 
Union would be pleased to see him cast for 
a $7,500 Minister. The profession to which 
he belongs would regard such recognition as 
a high compliment and Mr. ARTHUR would 
greatly strengthen his administration by en- 
tering “Bardwell Slote’” on the diplomatic 
roster at once. 


It would take five hundred millions of dol- 
lars at once and thirty millions a vear after- 
wards to pay the various wild and thieving 
pension schemes now before Congress, with 
which demagogical Congressman hope to buy 
a new lease of life. There seems to be a gen- 
eral desire at the National Capital to squan- 
der enormous amounts of treasure with the 
sole purpose of buying the veteran vote, 
and the people at large hardly understand 
the cruel, shameless manner in which the 
Treasury is to be plundered. Bills 
for pensioning the survivors of the Mexican 
and Indian wars have been revived, plane 
for equalizing bounties are being resuscitated, 
and the imagination loses itself in contem- 
plating the variety and the scope of the 
schemes for giving money to survivors of the 
late war. No unreasonable or fantastic pre- 
text has been negiected as a peg to hang a 
pension on. Congress seems to be engaged 
in a mad search for beneficiaries, and, 
having found them, it simply asks that 
they shut their eyes and open wide 
their mouths and take what luck brings 
them without seeking to know the why or 
the wherefore. Mr. VAN VooRruiIs’ bill for the 
relief of Union prisoners who were confined 
in Confederate prisons is now under consid- 
eration by a House committee. It proposes to 
give each prisoner adollar for each day of 
his imprisonment. It woud take $54,C00,000 
to carry out the provisions of this bill. Mr. 
MUSGROVE has broughtina bill for simular 
relief, but he asks that every prisoner who 
was confined six months or more in a South- 
ern prison be put upon the pension roll 
at eight dollars a month, the pension to date 
from the time of his dischaage, with one dol- 
lar a month extra for each additional month 
of coptinement. Estimating the number of 
Federal prisoners who served six months in 
Confederate prisons and jails at 300,000, a 
very low figure indeed, MUSGROVBP’s bill 
would cost $489 600,000 at once 
and $28,000,000 each year afterwards. 
As if these plans did not contain national 
robbery enough, Mr. HOUK, of Tennesee, has 
introduced a bill extending the provisions of 
the pension bill to. all civil officers 
injured in enforcing the revenue laws 
and putting on the pension rolls the widows 
and children of all officers killedin the en- 
forcement of these laws. Mr. Forp, of Mis- 
souri, caps the sheaf, however, with a bill 
authorizing the payment of bounties to the 
heirs of colored troops serving in the late 
war. There were 93,441 of these colored 
soldiers, and the magnitude of the proposed 
giftcan be readily estimated. On the whole, 
it would be much cheaper if every 
Congressman working upon these pen- 
sion bills, with his little hope of standing 
well with his veteran constituents always be- 
fore bis eyes. were retired on a pension of 
ten thousand a year. The patriotic legisla- 
tors would be much better pleased and 
great sums of money would be saved to the 


country.

The Dorris Family. 

Gen. George P. Dorris, during the early 
years of ’50, was a resident of Platte 
City, Mo. He was a member of the 
General Assembly and a man of considerable 
local prominence. Said a prominent citizen 
who has knownthe Dorris family forthe 
past thirty years: **Dorris always was a gamb- 
ler. Before the war he was a nigger-trader 


and many is the time I have seen him in the 
market, buying and selling slaves. His wife 
was a shrewd business woman and the pair 


between them invented 4 novel 
scheme for making money out of the 
dealings in buman flesh. Negro 


women with infants at the breast were sold at 
a very low price, because nobody wanted the 
trouble of haying the children about. Dorris 
bought such women whenever he could get 
what he considered a bargain. He would 
turn the mother and child over to his wife, 
who would take the child from the breast 
and rearit by the bottie. The woman was 
then ready to pe sold again at a 
profit. Whatever Mrs. Dorris could 
realize from the sale of the child she was en- 
titled, by her bargain with her husband, to 
keep for pin-money. The old lady made 
qui.e a large amount of money in this way, 
aud she kept the most of it, too. 
Dorris came to St. Louis, I think, 
in 1855. He lived with his family at the 
Pianters’ House for quite a number of years. 
At this time he was in ver good 
circnmstances financially and lavished elegant 
clothes and jewelry upon bis wife and 
daughter. I recollect that at aball) given at 
the hotel there was present a Miss Dorris,his 


daughter. I think the young lady 
vias eovered with diamonds; it 
was said among the young men 


at the party that she wore ‘‘a nigger on ev- 
ery finger,’’ meaning that the price of each 
one of her rings was a negro slave. Mrs. 
Dorris was a woman of strong character and 
never hesitated in asking for her 
own. Old man Andrew Elliott, a retired 
merchant, was living at the Planters’ during 
the time the Dorris family were there. The 
old man permitted bimseif on one occasion to 


inake some slightly disparaging re- 
marks concerning the lady. She 
heard of it from a friend and 


very soon afterwards she came upon the old 
gentleman in one ofthe pariors of the hotel, 
abd gave him “ta piece of her mind” in the 
most lively fashion. People jet Mrs. Dorris 
alone after that. Dorris by and by got 
80 rich that he conceived the 
fdta of, going to the United States Senate, 
and he actualiy made the contest against Mr. 
Louis V. Boggy. The ‘boys’ of Jefferson 


knew all about Dorris, and humored 
him into parting with a great 
many of bis thousands. He 


managed to secure afew votes, but these 
were given him more as a good joke than as 
a serious indication on the part of members 
to see himin the Senate. I have frequently 
heard the story that Dorris won the 
block on. Eleventh and Olive’ streets 
which goes by hix name from old Mr. J. B 
Lucas, the father of James H., and I believe 
itis true. Lucas wasvery iond of gambling, 
and would sit downto poker whenever he 
could get a party. A number of 
us went up the river a good 
mapy years ago, and in the party were J. B. 
C. Lucas, Luther M. Keanett, who was Mayor 


of the city at the time, and Dorris. 
A poker game was organized with 
these three among _ the piayers. 


Well, Kennett gota gvod band and bet it 
avainst Lucas. Kennett won $500 during the 
evening from Lucas, who didn’t mind the loss 
atall. If [had not been an eve-witness of the 
scene which I bave just related, I should not 
be inclined to beileve the “Dorris Block” 
-tory, but baving noticed Lucas at the gam- 
bling table I have no doubtitis true. Dor- 
ris, I believe, always treated his wife well, 
butshe wasa very hard oid woman. She 
could drink more whiskey than most men 
and wus always headstrong and wilful. I 
understand Dorris made upwards of $200,000 
in stock speculations last year. He must be 
worth a = million dollars at least. 
Living where they did, remote from the set 

‘led portions of the town, I am astonished 
that the house has not been long before this 
the scene of some such horrible crime as that 
which transpired on Sunday. Of the 
other members of the family I know very lit- 
tle. One daughter is now Mrs. Martin Van 
Buren Wisker. She has lived with her hus- 
band at a boarding house, No. 1,127 
Locust atreet, She has no children 
by Van Wisker, but has a numver 
by Brown. Sheis a very dissipated woman, 
snd was her mother’s companion on many a 
wild spree. The other daughter married 
Hon. 8. B. Halderman and is an estimabie 
lady. Mr. Halderman is United 
States Consul at Bangkok, Siam. 
[.m Dorris, the only son, is a worthiess fel- 
low: his father disowned him vears ago. The 
last time 1 saw Tom be was peddiing pictures 
of Gen. Grant and his family through rural 
Mi-seuri Tom 
Republican. All the members ofthe family 
are good-looking, and better things might 
have been expected of them. But the 
atrocious mu der of the old lady is the 
gatural sequel to the wretcned training 


which her cui:dren got.’’

“deal” there was no one, not a 
professional speculator and _ capitalist 


who would put money in and back it up with 
other money quicker than she. One of the 
last, and | think the iast speculation in 
which she was engaged was 
during the recent excitement over 
the fluctuationsin the price of land. I do 
not know now whether she wentin ‘‘long’?’ 
or “*short,’? but my information was that 
she lost a considerable amount of 
money. She was a woman though 
of many excellent traits of character. Douvt- 
less this inclination to dabble in speculations 
was on account of hearing her husband talk 
about speculations so frequently. He Was suc- 
cessful, and she thought she couid 
be equally as successful. Gen. Dorris accu- 
mulated money very rapidly, and is nowa 
very wealthy man notwithstanding he may 
have met with some reverses of late. It has 
been said, but forthe truth of it I cannot 
vouch that he lost considerable in specu- 
lating in grain and pork, but, however that 
may be, 1 know that he is still the owner of 
much valuable property which is daily in- 
creasing in value. 

‘Speaking of his father,’”? said Col. Mor- 
rison said, **I remember that the old gentie- 
mun ran for the Legislature in Lilinois in 1822 
or 1823, and was elected. That was at the 
time when an attempt was being made to 
chacge the constitution of that state and 
make it a slave state. The old gentieman 
was in favor of the caange, and advecated it 
with great earnestness and warmth. 
Of course the scheme failed, but 
it Was not owing to any lack of effort on his 
part. He was fond of poilitics,and his son 
George has inherited the same failing. You 
remember when he made the race for the 
United States Senate at the 
time Bogy defeated Frank Blair.

‘‘Murdered! My God, no!” 

The reporter then pressed him for remi- 
niscences, but the Colonel was so overpow- 
ered at the sud information that it was 
several moments before he could regain 
sufficient composure to express himself. 

“You willexcuse me, myfriend. I can- 
pot realize that such a misfortune bas over- 
taken my old friend friend Gen. Dorriss and 
realy 1 cannot recollect anything.”’ 

“When did you first know them?” 

I think it was thirty years agoin this very 
house ( Planters’) that I became 
acquainted with them. They 
with toeir two daughters, bright and 
beautiful young ladies, were then engaged in 


the trading business and seemed 
to be making money rapidl as 
subsequent developments proved. e and 


his family were always great favorites here. 
ButlI will not talk now. I feel too bad over 
the matter.’’ 

Another old citizen was met and asked 
where and how it was that mrs. Dorris ac- 
quired a love for gambling. 

‘*Years ago,” said he, “St. Louis was a 
great place for the older and 
better class to gamble. Dorris 
was as fond of a game of poker as any man in 
the city, and would play for as large a stake. 
He became so infatuated wita the game that 
his wife caught the excitement, an 
inspiration and went to dabbling in stocks.’ 

“The Dorris row, on Olive street—I be- 
lieve that was won in a night, wasn’t it ?”? 

‘Yes; Gen. Dorris won that of J. B.C, 
Lucas on three nines, and to this day among 
the gambling fraternity three nines are known 
as a ‘Lucas.’”’ 


The Dorris Mansion. 
Ou the southwest corner of the Olive street 
road and King’s Highway diagonally across 
from the Four Mile House stands the Dorris 


Mansion. I. is an imposing sub- 
stantial structure of red brick 
with handsome _ stone dressings, three 


stories and a mansard roof. It was erected 
about ten years ago ata cost of $30,000, 
and is considered one of the most complete 
family residences in the western suburbs. 
The design is not of the most modern type, 
but the effect, including the front of fluted 
doric columns, is substantial and imposing 
to a degree. All the windows arein ara- 
besque sivie of stained glass, and a capacious 
verandah skirts the front of the mansion.

carriage sweep from the main entrance. A 
statue of Fiora ornaments the 
lawn. The carriage-house and 
stables in the rear are in keeping with the 
style of the mansion. There are several 
acres of land surrounding the house. The 
interior is very elegantly fitted throughout 
and well adapted for a large family residence.

murder had been committed for nearly 
twenty-four hours. 


Treat on Infamous Crimes. 
Judge Treat to-day overruled motions in 
arrest of judgment in the Wynn and Burgess 


cases. Wynn was committed for stealing 
letters from the mail at the county seat. 
Burgess was convicted of counterfeiting, 
The court rules exhaustively that under the 
United States Consiii ution and statutes there 
are nO infamous crimes except those therein 
denounced as capital or felonies, 
or punished with disqualification 
as witnesses or jurors. If 
Congress makes an offence infamous, it must 
be prosecuted through indictment; if it 
makes it non-infamous, it can be pursued 
through information. Sentence will be 
passed to-morrow.

Explosion of the Boiler of the Nail 
Mill. 


Many Persons Injured, Some Fa- 
tally. 


— ——— i 


Two Hundred Men Thrown Out of Work 
— Losses. 


The residents of Belleville in the vicinity 
of the nail mill received a terrific shock at 2 
o’clock this morning, which shook the houses 
to the foundations and jostied the furni- 
ture therein in a very reckless manner. 
Several families residing close to the mill 
were violentiv thrown from their beds, and 
the impression prevailed thatthe town had 
been visited by an earthquake. Hundreds 
of people hurried from their homes 
in a half dressed condition, and found the 
nail mill, the most important manufactory of 


Southern Illinois, atotal wreck. The boiler 
had exploded and a dozen men and boys 
were lying in various positions, 
crying for assistance and _ suffering 
pain from their injuries. The scene of the 
explosion was such as has not been witnessed 
in this neighborhood for years. Huge 
boilers were forced through the building and 
hurled to a distance of over a hundred 
feet, large grindstones were ejected from the 
mili with such force as to carry them con- 
siderable distances from the building. Nails 
of all descriptions are scattered promiscuous!y 


throughout the district in which the 

is located, and bricks from 
the immense chimneys were hurled 
a distance of over1,000 yards. A portion of 


one of the boilers siruck the residence of 
John Brudenburgh,which stands about 1,000 
yards from the mill, and considerably dam- 
aged his house.

The whogs trail, and 
the feet that are their serry ewbsiitutes be- 
come Weighted as with lead. As with the 
workers, so with the dreamers. The visions 
are obscured. The sensation of comfort gives 
place to oneof diseomfort, irritation, even 
ain. The mental vision that had just now 
ooked through a rosy mist, sees ali thiogs 
as througk « crape veil or a November fox. 
Can it be wondered at that the dose is re- 
newed, that the poison is abs rbed agaia and 
again, that the intervals become shorte: 
and shorter between the reign of the potent 
drug? 

And the end? The punishment is terrible 
indeed. By degrees the mind becomes dark- 
ened. Hideous hallucinations seize upon it. 
Self-control is lost. Imbecility overtakes the 
weak. Mudness threatens the strong. 

These are the personal consequeuces. There 
are others to be bequeathed to sons and 
daughters and later generations. These can 
be guessed at. The new vice ha4 not reigned 
sufficiently long for the world to have seen 
them cxemplified, but a dark array of possi- 
bilities sux zests Itself only too readily. The

The name of the latter born-sister- 
fiend is morphomania.

The Guiteau Case. 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—In the Crim- 
inal Court District Attorney Corkhill applied 
to the court to fix a day for hearing argu- 
ments on the motion for a new trial of the 
United States against C. J. Guiteau, stating 
he was willing to-morrow should be as- 
signed. 

Scoville called the attention of the court to 
the fact that one of the affidavits of the mo- 
tion had annexed toitacopy of the Even- 
ing Critic. The allegation was that during to 


the progress of the trial the paper had been 
read by one or two of the jury. It bore on the 
margin what purported to be the signatures 
of four jurors. The jurors denied they saw 
any newspaper or put their names upon any 
newspaper during the time they were 
empanneled. This raised an issue of fact 
which was very important to be determined. 
It was not a matter that the court could de- 
termine on ex parte affidavits. The jury ad- 


mitted that during the time they 
were empanneled they gave their 
autographs various persons 


to 
aud he thought it might be ia portant that he 
hould have an opportunity to cross-examine 
the men in that connection to determine 
whether the signatures on the paper were 
genuine. The full names of two of the,jurors 
were on the paper. 
The District Attorney said one of them was 
spelled wrong. 
Seoville: Ail these things show the propri- 
ety of somei hing more than ex parte afiida- 
vits in this matuer. lIask that the jurors be 


produced in court or the court 
appoint a commission to take 
depositions, and that I be 


allowed lo produce such further testimony as 
[think proper astothe genuineness of the 
handwriting. As to the argument for anew 
trial he thought he couid be ready the Jatrer 
part of the week, as all questions he cared 
about taking up were as to this newspaper 
and in respect to newiv discovered evidence. 

The court therefore fixed Friday for argu- 
ment. 

The District Attorney said he did not intend 
the jury shoula be put on triel This news- 
paper was suspic'ous on itsface. The gen- 
tlemen who had filed the affidavitand who had 
purloined the paper had already been 
bound over for forgery in the district. He 
(he District Atturney) would show the 
Court that this was a clever attempt at 
forgery. He would not agree that the jury 
who bad done their duty so faithfully should 
be put on trial and the oathof such 


a man as that placed against theirs. 

The court stated there wa-~ no such practice 
as appointing a commission on a question of 
this kind, but 1t was Within the discretion of

DEAR SrR—As you have but recently suc- 
ceeded Judge Wickham on the bench, and 
are presumably not altogether familiar with 
many of the facts connected with the St. 
Louis Mutual Life Insurance company since 
Its insoivency, I have thought it proper, in 
view ofreceut comments upon the adminis- 
tration of that company’s uffairs by the court 
and the receivers, to give you a brief history 
of some of the most imyportant circums' ances 
contr:lling that administration in urder that 
you properly understand the metives and ob- 
jecis ‘hey havein mind. 

The final decree of d isolution of that com- 
pany was decreed by Judge Wickham, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1877, when Messrs. Vou Phu:, Spear 
and Bent were appointed reeeivers, with or- 
ders to obtain all the assets and properties 
belonging to the company by whomsoever 
held. When the St. Louis Mutual was abd- 
sorbed by the Mvund City Life Ensurance 
Companr, tn 1874, 'he scheduie of assets re- 
cefved by the lat er company from the former 
showed a vaiue of $5,291,823 44, of which it 
was supposed by the receivers that fully one- 
haif remained and was recoverable,if the 
title to it could be established by the courts. 
Alt that time, the whole community was ina 
tremor of indignation, at the reputed frauds 
and corruptions which had led to the wreck- 
ing of this companv; and the parties sus- 

cted were so pumerots and of such prom- 

nence, that itrequired the wisest and most 
careful discretion of both tbe court and the 
receivers to push with vigor their 
efforts to recover whatever might 
remain for the policy-holders, without doing 
injustice to the innocent and yet not theme 
selves be caught or biinded by the corrupting 
Bsuitieties of those whore interest it was to 
Prevent exposnres of the wrongs that have 
been commitiea. The Columbia Life (the 
sucerssor of the Mound City) refusing to 
surrender to the receivers the affairs and 
assets of the St. Louis Mutual, suit was be- 
gun by the latter, and Messrs. Hitchcock, 
Jones and Brown were appointed by Judge 
Lindley, into whose court the matter fell, as 
special reilerees to represent the court and 
to try the c-nse. They began their sittings 
April 9. 1877, and continued antil May, 1878, 
having had upwards of ninety sessions, duriug 
which the receivers of the St. Louis Mutual 
collected and prepared twenty-one vol- 


uminous and elaborate abstracts for 
use in that tria!, which requires the 
consiant daily attendance of one of 
their pnumber and the services of 


several of the most expertand reliable ac- 
countants to be had in the couutry for 
nearly twelve months to remove the falsifi- 
cations ana frauds of the company’s books 
and get at something near the truth of what 
was, I believe, the slightest imputation of 
dishonesty and wrong-dving laid against any 
of the clerks of the old companies beyond 
what they had been ovliged todo by orders 
of theirsuper.ors; yet the recel.ers could 
pot know whototrnust, and how svon cor- 
rupting influences might be brought te bear 
upon those employed by them. It was, 
therefore, th: aght safest by them to send to 
another state fortwo thor ugh accountants, 
expert in insurance matiers,to come here and 
take the lead in the preparation of these ab- 
stracts and the performance of other account- 


ing services necessaay in the prov 
ecution of this and other suits. 
Judge Gantt was appointed referee 


by Judge Wickb*m (at the same time the re- 
ceivers were appointed) to adjudicate the 
policy claims of the company. These refe- 
rees, being jud:cial officers of the eourt and 
appointed by the court, the receivers were 
no more respon:ible for the amount of their 
fees and expenses than they are for the 
salaries of the judges upon the bench; but, 
being the execu'ive aud disbursing officers of 
ihe court, thy, the receivers, h ve of course, 
to pay ‘o the r feree such allowances and ex 

penses as may be approved and ordered by 
the court. Judvze Gantt has passed upon 
upwaids of 35,000 claim», more than 400 of 
of which wee contested and resisted by the 
receivers. In addition to these proceedings, 
suits brought against the comypanv in various 


other states and cities had to be 
attended to by the receivers and 
atiorneyvs employed to defe:.d 
them. these matters, together with the 


correspondence and office duties, kept the 
receivers more fully employed for the two 
vears following their appointment, and when 
the machinery of the courts put into oper- 
ation to determine the equitus of a vast and 
complicated institution -uch as that of the 
St. Louis Mutual Life ln-urance Company 
when so intermixed as @it was with the 
affairs of four other companies, the process 
becomes necessarily long aud expensive. and 
yet both seem inevitable, or atleast Iasa

layman has been full: conscious of my in-

Although it is beyond my _ province 
perhaps to discuss the matter yet I may 


be permitted to say in jus‘ification 
of the appointment of three receivers 
for the S'. Louis Mutual that Judge 


Wickham’s action at the time was generally 
a proved, as will be shown by the remarks 
made by s6me of our most prominent law- 
yers before Judge Gottschalk, when the Col. 
umbia Life was disso vid andlite affaii s;were 
to be putinto the hands of a receivership. 
One of these gentiemen said: 

‘*There was no single man whocould come 
in and take charge of such an immense bu:si- 
ness of great magnitude, reaching over a long 
series of years. There were three chief de- 
partments, over which a competent man 
ought to preside. Such a. business as this 
cannot belfarmed out at from $125 to $250 per 
month. There were be-ides ai ieast 100 iaw 
suits in this and other states,in which the 
company was either plaintiff or defendants; 
and al! these must be attended to.’’ 

The developments made in the trial before 
the referees, Messrs. Hitchcock, Jones and 
Brown, showed very conclusively that by 
reason of the frauds and mismanagement 
another shrinkave in the value of securities 
and property of the compagy, the assets had 
been almost entirely obliterated. Butit re- 
mainen for even further investigation to 
show the exact condition of «affairs as stated 
in my last reportto your Honor of the 19th 
inst. As tothe office rent paid for tbe ref- 
eree’s court room in the Granite Block, it 
has been a fraction over $16 per month, just 
one-half of the schedule price of the room, 
and tnat for the recetvers’ was just $15 per 
month, and only half what the double «flices 
oecupied bythem prior to April, 1879, are 
brincing in now.
